Mr. President, two years ago, 
when J first addressed thd a 
@pon this ‘subject, ubder. t he In- 
structions: of the Stateeof New 
York, I said that, by no instru- 
mentality of hers, should slavery 
be carried into any portion of this 
continent which is free: I repeat 
the declaration now—by no act, 
by go acquiesserice of hers, slave- 
ry Shall be carffed where it does 
not exist. I sdid at“the same 
time, that in-whatever mfanner 
this question should be settled, 
if itshould be decided against her 
views of justice and right, her 
devotion to the Union and to her 
sister States should remain un- 
shaken and unimpaired. Speak- 
ing in her name, and for the last: 
time within these walls, I repeat 
this declaration also: She does 
not believe -in the possibility of 
disunion. I am thankful that 
her faith is also mine. My 


seph G. Baldwin, wellknown 
lawyer, formerly Chief Justice of 
‘he Supreme Court of this -State;

of disobedience and treachery. 
From this danger the great body 
of the peuple are secure. And 
let us be assured that they never 
will permit the banner which 
floats over them at home, and car- 
ries their name to every s@a, to 
be torn down, either by internal 
dissention or external vivlence.

Its light 
has been bailed with joy hy every friend 
of freedom throngbout the civilized 
workd. Consecrated in the affections of 
its ppers, it presents an emblem 
of all that is. noble and sublime. Tkou- 
sands of hearts have beat with bappiness 
beneath its genial light. Dying eyes 
have growp bright and jayous as they 
looked upon its beautiful flag tor the last, 
time. When- dark bonrs of suffering 
hare come upon the land, it bas nerved 
the heart that was ready to falter. Its 
brightness streaming across our political 
horizon in the gloomiest times, bas re- 
kindled expiring hope. Its followers 
have hallowed it—for this bright star of 
American liberty, not yet at the zenith 
of its fame, points to victory, to glory 
and to peace. The principles of Ameri- 
ean liberty find a resting place in every 
honest heart; and its purposes engage 
the admiration of Christendom. The 
observance of its principles and purposes 
elevates, mankind. Its mission is as 
beautiful as a summer's sunset—as quiet 
asa zephyr, and as holy as a mother’s 
love. The pomp of oratory and the 
eloquence of song. were not.in the dark 
“days of the Revolution, invoked to give 
it fume and honor.

New York, Oct. 12th. 

The Herald's correspondent with Sber- 
idan. under date of Oct. 9th, s»ys: That 
Sheridan after having driven Early ent 
of the valley, destroyed all the grain. 
eic., and rendered the surronnding conn- 
try untenable for another rebel army. 
bas determined to return to take a nearer 
position. Lis bases of supplies Ss where 
he was at Ilarrisonburg. Wis subsia- 
tence bad to be hauled in wagons 100 
miles. On retiring he was not followed 
by any considerable number of rebel- 
until the 8th. when a large force of cav- 
alry under Rosser made their appear- 
ance and attacked a portion of our 
cavalry. They were handsomely re 
pulsed, but bivouacked for the night 
The next morning Sheridwn having bal- 
ted the principal portion of his command 
in the vicinity of Fisher's Hill, he in- 
structed Gen. Torbilt to attack the ene- 
my and drive bim away from such close 
proximity to our rear. Torbitt at once 
carried- out the erder. Custar’s and 
Merritt s men made a vigorous assault 
on the enemy. 

At an early bour this morning, on tbe 
right, Merritt’s division occupied a posi- 
tion on the Winchester turnpike, abou! 
midway between Strasburg and Wood- 
stock ; and on the leit, Custar’s division 
occupied a position near Jones’ Creek on 
the back road, about two miles closer 
to the mountains.
